The cloud moves upward, 
apparently pushed into the sky by a 
mysterious, hidden force from under- 
peath. It is going higher and at short 
intervals new clouds are pushed up 
out of the water. One cloud has not 
disappeared before another series al- 
peady is blowing behind it, soaring 
into the sky as though at the com- 
mand of an enormous pair of bellows. 
It is a horrible, fearful, but beauti- 
ful scene which we are witnessing; “| 
from the government steamer Wega, 
which are government volcan- 
 jsts studying the phenomenon of the 
famous volcano Krakatau, which, 
though buried deep in the sea, has 
been erupting at intervals 
for several months. 


Ready for Warning. | 
Government observers have been 
stationed nearby, equipped with radio. 
and rockets, to warn the population in 
event of a repetition of the disaster of 
1883, when the loss of life is estimated 
to have exceeded 30,000. Most of the 
simple fishing folk living in the vicin- 
ity already have fied to the hills fur- 
ther inland to escape the terrible mon- 
ster of the sea.

Five 
to seven, but the conditions were in our favor. We were above 
and behind. they gave no hint of being aware of us. 

Closer, closer, closer! Now we could see the pilots, make out 
markings. Fragments of rainbow floating through the sky! 

\ At last the circus! Maybe Richthofen himself! My meat was 
‘a Violet and yellow Albatross. I swooped right after him. I got 
over him—flew straight until his nose had almost disappeared 
beneath the leading edge of my plane. Then—fit! 

Whip went the stick hard down. I dived straight at him. My 
thumb tightened on the trigger like a vise. From the two guns. 

‘through a propeller, tore a twin streani of bullets. A hit! A. 
hit! Ruddy tracers caught and held the Albatross. I had him. 

Less than 100 rounds! Already in flames, he was plunging to 
earth like a cracked comet. 
A mete half minutes - battling and we had drawn blood. 
I glanced around. The air was filled with winging, flipping, 


fighting planes, The red noses were mixing it in a lovely dog 


fight, throttles full out, guns barking‘in vicious bursts.

How large must they be to do that? 
' An ounce of water is about 1 2-3 cubic 
inches. Twelve ounces of water then 
is 20 cubic inches. The pontoons, to 
displace 12 ounces of water, must have 
a volume of 20 cubic inches. If plan- 
ning three pontoons for the ship, each 
one must have a volume of about 7 
cubic inches. A pontoon about four 
inches long, 1% inches high and 1% 
inches wide will give that volume 


Should Ride Like Boat. : 

The second requirement of the pon- 
toons is that they must offer a mini- 
mum resistance to the water as the 
ship glides over the surface. To break 
this skin—or surface tension—of the 
water, make the pontoons V bottomed, 
as are those in the drawing. 7 

Plan to slant the floats upward a 
an angle of from 3 to 5 degrees so that 
they can ride the water like a boat, 
with the prow clear of the surface. 

The third requirement is that the 
pontoons lift from the water without 
too much suction. In the drawing no- 
tice a step in the bottom of the float 
a little over half way back. This step 
allows air to get under the float as the 
ship moves forward, and helps to break 
the pull of the water. 


In placing the floats on the ship, — 


be sure that they are set well ahead 
of the center of gravity of the ship. 
Determine the plane's center of grav- 
ity by suspending it from looped cord 
and finding the spot where it balances. 
Then put the forward floats well 
ahead of this spot. The ship won't 
nose under when it alights on water. 


Study General Shape. 
Attach the floats to the ship by 
means of bamboo struts. These struts 


- ghould enter.the float just at the cen- 


ter of balance of the float itself. In 
some model planes, it may be found 
advisable to set a float under each 
wing tip. In any case,have the floats 
set wide apart so that the ship won't 
tend to rock from side to side, or—in 


jlanding—dip one wing under. 


In all three floats shown in the 
drawing, study the general shape— 
they’re designed as nearly as possible 
to resemble an airfoil (cross section 


of a wing). When the ship is flying,’ 


the floats, just like the wings, should 
have lifting power. The middle float 
is the exact shape of the floats used 
on the Curtiss Sea Hawk—a navy 
fighting plane. The bottom float is 
designed for a heavy model—it dis- 
places a lot of water.

Army Hawk Next Week. 


Next week will be given drawings 
and pictures for a scale model of 
the famous Curtiss Army Hawk—the 
fighting ship that roars through the 
clouds at 160 miles per hour. As a 
preparation for that work, study the 
top and side views of the airplane 
in this drawing. These give the names 
of the essential parts of a plane. 

The top view shows the wing, ele- 
vator, aileron, and horizontal stabi- 
lizer. The-aileron is a movable part 
of the wing. By pulling the aileron 
down a pilot may tilt up that side of 
the ship. By operating his controls 
so that the elevator goes down he 
can raise the tail of his ship. The 
horizontal stabilizer is immovable, but 
the air, rushing over the top of the 
wing, strikes the stabilizer and tends 
thus to keep the nose of the ship in 


the air. 
Study the Parts. 
The side view shows the propeller, 
engine, landing gear, tail skid, fuse- 
lage, vertical fin, and rudder. The 
first three need no explanation. The 
tail skid keeps the rear of the ship 
off the ground in-landing. The fuse- 
lage is the elongated front to rear body 
of the ship. The vertical fin is im- 
movable, but the rudder is hinged to it 
and can be moved right or left to give 
directional control to the plane. 
Study these parts until their posi- 
tions and what they’re used for are 
known.

For oily skin the dry rouge is best. 

For the narrow face, rouge out on 
the cheeks, not too close to the nose. 

For the broad face, rouge should be 
placed high and begin closer to the 
nose. 

The long face is helped to a better 
contour by applying the rouge low. 

A good powder tip is not to use one. 
of lighter shade than your skin. If 
you do, imperfections as well as the 
darker natural color of the skin will 
be accentuated., If youdesire skin 
lighter than you naturally possess, the 
illusion may be created by using first 
a darker shade of powder on the sur- 
face of the skin, then a lighter shade 
dusted over it.

Thereafter they abuse 
public trust, and that is politics. :

That. this should constantly succeed might start a 


thought as to the electorate, but it seldom does. Probably 
it is all for the best that it doesn’t., Some magic is supposed 
to produce thoroughly gensurable, if Rot actively criminal, 
administration out of a considerate and conscientious voting 
populace. If so, it’s black magic and better not examined. 
It ‘gives supernatural powers to a comparatively few bad 
men. They are able to make many good men and women 
elect them and put them where they may exercise their 
evil talents to the detriment of the millions of wise and 
estimable men and women thus deceived. ” From generation 
to generation, through after election, this theory 


| of black magic continues to explain for nearly all political 


commentators, reformers, and forward lookers the doctrine 
of betrayed electorates and political Judases. 


blowing up it deserves all political reform would be looking 
point blank into the open garbage can. Such a disturbance 
of ideology, indoctrination, and general humbug would knock 
all the professors off their stilts. By not recognizing that 
the voters create their own politics American political reform 
has progressed by increasing the responsibilities of the 
already hopeless electorate. To purify the stream we con- 
tinue to muddy the source, looking hopefully to see if better 
water is not coming after more geese have waded the mar- 
gins of the source pool and have swam. over its depths, 
Authority dirtied at its origin is supposed to run clear as 
it runs toward sirewdness, unscrupulousness, profit taking, 
and highly individualized rascality. Some day it may do 
‘so, although the probabilities are against it. But democracy 
itself is not so much an impossibility as it is an inevitability. 
However badly people get along with it, they get along 
worse without it, but in getting along with it théy cann 
make government their chief concern. % 

The old world idea was and is that the persons of highest 
importance, of greatest power, and of the mest privileges 
will be found in government. The greatest man is the king. 
The superior people have no occupation unless it |is in gov- 
ernment. In the old days the court attracted this superior- 
ity and it established the standard of worth. The business 
of the nation was left to persons whose position was unen- 
viable. They were held in distespect by non-workers,— Their 


| activities might give them the gratifications of wealth and 


_allow them to be contemptuous in turn of persons not so 


| successful, but their hats were off to nonproducers attached 


to the functions of government. 

Distinction and. privilege could be by birth and not 
require brains, but brains, ability, and aggressiveness found 
the highest rewards of place in government. Education 
would be devoted to preparation for posts offering a govern- 
ment career. The bright young men of good English fam- 
ilies went through the great English schools with their ambi- 
| tions fixed on government, not on industry, commerce, or 
finance. ‘They might include the latter, but not the other 
two, which had decisive social] stigma attached to them. 


that the favorable position of the United States is the result 
of quite an opposite development in America. The best 
ability in the Unfted States has not been attracted to gov- 
ernment. It has found honor and distinction, the things 
which ambition most craves/in private enterprise and not 
in the business of government. From these enterprises 
which so reward success in them with all the fullness of life 
the United States has raised itself to power. Government

It has been a for- 
tunate incident or accident, the most fortunate bit of cause 
and effect here, that public life has been reduced from a 
career of honor to one of reproach. It is fortunate that 
public life offers little or nothing to attract the best of 


: American youths and that the best of them revolt from the 


idea of a career in public service. | '

American activity has outswept government because govern- 
ment is archaic in its origins and workings. 

Lucky that it is so for the United States. It is the 
secret of American success in days which have nearly 
wrecked nations principally devoted to government. The 
brains and energy of the United States are not absorbed in 
public career. They are engaged in the far more important 
thing of private enterprise. : 

The triumph of democracy is in making government 
negligible, even when it is made despicable. It may be 
annoying, grafting, and dishonorable. But in the life cur- 
rent of the people it is only an annoyance. The life of 
the nation surges above it. The worth of the nation does 

not go into it. The fiber of the nation is not there. : 

Thus industry and commerce have been occupations of 
honor and responsibility in the United States. When old 
fashioned people of unintelligent public morality used to 
lament that bright young men did not go into politics to 
reform it they were wholly wrong. The instinct of the 
bright young men was better. They went where they would 
do the most good for themselves, and in doing the most 
good for themselves they did the most good for their coun-

empire as the British to have a public career, whether of 
statecraft or the army and navy, the most important in the 
land, and consequently to put an obloquy upon the worthiest

The problem of the working 
ghd was first considered by the 
founders, and the Vocational Guid- 
ance bureau was the immediate result. 

In 1913, the board of education, 
recognizing the value of such a 
bureau, gave to it an office in the 
Jones school, and provided clerical 
belp and telephone service. In 1916 
the board took over the work of the. 
Yoeational Guidance bureau. The 
scholarship and legislative committees 
ventinued to function under the name 
ef the present organization, the aim of 
which is to further the interests of the 
child of working age by supporting 


suitable legislation or by making it . 


fnancially possible for the child to re- 
main in school through what is termed 
“scholarship.” 

This scholarship is a sum of money 
granted @ child possessing and main-

fuancially unable to remain at schocl 
longer than the minimum require 
nents of the law. Only children at- 
lending the Chicago public schools are 
gonsidered; and there is as much

Washington, D. C., April 7.—When 
congress passed the new radio law 
those who had been hoping for peace 
in the radio industry thought the 
storm was over. But now, it appears, 


- @ new and bigger storm is brewing. 


The first signs of this were no 
when, although the main question 
that was up was that of broadcast- 


ing, , the debate in both houses cov- 
ered a lot of territory only remotely | , ~~ 


commected with broadcasting. 


Much oratory was spilled inte the 


- Congressional Record about the dan- 


gers of “mondpoly"” in radio, and 
this monopoly charge was not con- 
fined at.all to the broadcesting field. 
It wandered off into manufacturing 


and the general field of wireless com. 


munication, so that when the sessions 
were over it was found that there had 
beén a lot of sensational charges about 
what came to be called the “radio 
trust.” 

May Be Campaign Issue. 

And, while the radio commission is 
expected to go off into its corner and 
work out the broadcasting problem, 
congressional committees, the federal 
trade commission, and, possibly, the 
department of justice, very likely will 
be asked to listen to new charges of 
radio monopoly, and the air is already 
surcharged. with an expectation of 
general battle which may even get 
into the coming campaign. For, as 
radio is sure to figure prominently in 
the coming political fighting, it will 
surprise no one if the charges of a 
radio monopoly should also get into 
the campaign platforms. 

Three congressional committees have 

“radio trust’ charges on their calen- 


 @ars. The senate patents committee 


spent three weeks in hearings on Sen- 
ator Dill’s bill to forfeit patents used 
by combinations convicted of violating 
the anti-trust laws. This testimony 
concerned itself largely -with the 
charges that the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company, the General 
Electric company, and the Westing- 
house Electric and Manbtfacturing 
company had pooled their radio pat- 
ents, in violation of law, to form 
the Radio Corporation of America. 
These charges were brought. to 


- Washington by the Radio Protective 


association, an organization of inde- 
pendent radio manufacturers with 
headquarters in Chicago, which is 
mainly responsible for the general cir-. 
culation of the p radio monopoly 


charges in Washington: 


More Legislation. 

The senate interstate commerce 
committee already has a bill, also 
introduced by Senator Dill, which is 
aimed at corporations that may seek 
to monopolize radio manuvwfacture in 
the United States. Originally this 
bill was part of the measure to ex- 
tend the life of the radio commission, 
but to shorten the debate on that 
question, these anti-trust features. 
were laid aside for future considera- 
tion and Chairman James E. Watson 
of the senate conimittee promiseil 
Senator Dill that they would be taken 
up separately after the passage of 
the original act. | 

These provision forbid manufactur- 


ers of radio sets, tubes, and parts 


from seeking to restrict the use of 
such apparatus to “amateur or ex- 
perimental " purposes, or to fix prices 
or other conditions of sale for such 
apparatus. 

Almost the same provisions are con- 
introduced in the 


man Davis of Tennessee, who is the 
chief house authority on radio. In 
that body, this bill is in the hands 


_of the committee on merchant marine | fhe 
. and fisheries, which handles all radio 


legislation, and which—like its sena- 
torial counterpart—<decided that it 
was better to reserve these features 
for a separate hearing and to get the 
bill to extend the life of the radio 
mission on to the calendar with- 
out a lot of “anti-trust”’ complica- 
Federal Trade Hearings. 

Besides this prospect of further con- 
gressional activity in radio, the. chief 
governmental operation in radio is now 
in the hands of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. For four years that body 
has been investigating radio monopoly 
charges, and these hearings are to be 
resumed in about ten days at the com- 
mission offices in New York city. 

In the course of the senate hearings, 
Senator Shipstead of Minnesota sug- 
gested that the “criminal division of 


' the Department of Justice” should pry 


into the radio monopoly charges made 
by the witnesses. In the debate on 


the senate floor, Senator King of 


Utah also called upon the Department 
of Justice to act, by declaring that it 
should proceed to dissolve what he 
ealied the “radio trust." So far, there 
fas been no indication at the depart- 
ment that it has taken more than a 
casual interest in these charges.

HEN the bidding commences, 
each player in turn beginning

partner to say certain things, not in

the game.” 
There are thirteen tricks and each 
bidder assumes that his partner | has 
his share, namely three tricks. if the 
bidder has four tricks, he ean offer a 
“ bid of one.” If the partner holds 
the three tricks they will have seven 
tricks between them, Which makes one 
over the book which is all that a bid 
of one contracts to make. 


An original bid of one, however, is 
not to be made merely because of 
possession of a number of cards in 
one suit, nor even with the probability 
of having the four tricks in the hand, 
nor ever with the expectation that the 


| bid off one is going to be the final bid. 


If the opponents have a bid of one 
or more that is higher than the origin- 
al bid, the original bidder's pariner 
has been told something that he may 
or may not use, and if the epponents 
don’t make any bid, the chances are 
very largely in favor of the original 
bid being made and probably more 
too. 

An original bid of one in a suit car- 
ries with it other information than 
that the hand has four tricks, as it 
has been found necessary by experi- 
ence to have two of those tricks at 
least ‘‘ quick tricks,” one being in the 
trump suit, while three of the four 
tricks must be confined to the suit 
mentioned as trump. A quiek trick 
is a.card or a combination of cards 
that, in ‘a frump declaration, will, in 
any side suit, win the first trick or 
the second trick of that suit and in 
the trump suit will win the first, sec- 
ond, or third round of the suit. For 
example, an ace is always a quick 
trick, so is a king-queen of the same 


jack, ten, or't king-jack-ten will Pro- 
vide one ck trick. . 

The third requisite for a bid of 
is that when a suit is named it shall 
consist of five or four cards and that 
three of them shall be winners, assum- 
ing always that the left hand oppon- 
ent shall carry the highest three 
trumps not in the bidder’s hand. 
To summarize, an original bid of 
one in a suit requires a holding of 
“five or four card suits; four trick 
hand, three being trump; two quick 
.tricks, one being trump.” ‘This is 
the shortest complete definition in éx- 
istence for an original bid of in 
a suit. 

Now, as a player, if you were al- 
lowed to talk in plain English instead 
of in the ‘Mianguage of the game,” 
and you were the first to bid, you 
would. have to say, “ Partner, this 
hand has the requisites for’a bid of 
one in, let us say; spades, namely,” 


‘and then use the words shown above 
indicating what the requirement is’’; or 


“Partner, this hand does not contain 
the holding which experience and au- 


thority recognize and about which 


you expect me to tell the truth and 
nothing else.”’ 

In the first instance, using the “ lan- 
guage of the game,”’ you are expected 
to say, “1 bid one spade ’”’; in the sec- 
ond instafice you are expected to say, 

pass.”’ 


If, however, you /hdld the require- a 


ments and say, “I pass,” you have 
deliberately prevaricated to the part- 
ner who is depending on you to tell 
him the truth, and if you don’t hold 
them. and still bid, you are establish- 
ing a reputation for unreliability that 
is just as bad a fault as the other, for 
in both cases you advertise, regardless 
of whether you played much or little, 
that, “up to yet” you have failed to 
learn what should be held in order 
to tell the truth when. you say ~e. 
bid ” or “I pass.” 
Please put it down as something 
never to be forgotten that there is 


suit, and in trumps only, the queen, never a risk in making an original third or fourth hand. 


bid of one for ‘information, although 
its interpretation by your partner may 
e bring about a loss to the partnership. 
Where such a result occurs once, how- 
evér, you'll find a hundred cases 
where a loss will occur by not having 
made it. When a bidder is unreliable 
in his use of the term, ‘I bid: one” 
of a suit, or “I pass,’ he takes out 
of the game one of its greatest plea- 
sures, and yet to do this is a common 
fault, even with players who are con- 
sidered fairly good. The only excuse 
such a player can give is that he’s 
following a hunch. 

Below are shown three hands. 
There's a bid of one in each of the 
first two, weak as they are, and yet 
the bid may be the absolute essential 
for enabli partner to make a game 
bid that would never be undertaken 
except for the bid of one which the 
‘hand contains. The third hand is not 
a bid of one heart, although there is 
the five card suit and two quick tricks 


and four probable tricks in the hand. 


It is not a bid because there are not 
three tricks in the trump suit nor a 
quick trick in that suit. You may 
say, why not make a bid if there’s 
four tricks in the hand? The answer 


4 is that you can’t have two meanings 


to the phrase, ‘‘I bid one,” because 
that meaning is absolutely limited to 
the information in the summarized 
statement before referred to.

An original bia of of one, however, is 
hot to be made merely because of 
possession of a number of cards in 
one suit, nor even with the probability 
of having the four tricks in the hand, 
nor ever with the expectation that the 
bid of one is going to be the final bid. 
If the opponents have a bid of one 
or more that is higher than the origin- 
al bid, the original bidder's pariner 
has been told something that he may 
or may not use, and if the opponents 
don’t make any bid, the chances are 
very largely in favor of the original 
a being made and probably more 
An original bid of one in a suit car- 
ries with it other information than 
that the hand has four tricks, as it 
has been found necessary by experi- 
ence to have two of those tricks at 
least “ quick tricks,” ene being in the 
trump suit, while three of the four 
tricks must be confined to suit 
mentioned as trump. A quick trick 
is a card or a. combination of cards 
that, in a‘trump declaration, will, in 
any side suit, win the first trick or 
the second trick of that suit and in 
the trump suit will win the first, sec- 
ondy or third round of the suit.

Washington, D. C., April 7.—When. 


congress passed the new radio law 
thoge who had been hoping for peace 
in «the 
storm was over. But now, it appears, 
™ new and bigger storm is brewing. 
_ The first signs of this were noticed 
When, although the main question 
that was up was that of broadcast- 
ing, the debate in both houses cov- 
ered a lot of territory only remotely 
connected with broadcasting. 
Much oratory was spilled into the 
Congressional Record about the dan- 
gers of “monopoly” in radio, and 
this monopoly charge was not con- 
fined at all to the broadcasting field. 
It wandered off into. manufacturing 
and the general field of wireless com- 
munication, so that when the sessions 
were over it was found that there had 


been a lot of sensational charges about 
what came to be called the “ radio 


trust.” 


May Be Campaign Issue. 

And, while the radio commission is 
expected to go off into its corner and 
work out the broadcasting problem, 
congressional committees, the federal 
trade commission, and, possibly, the 
department of justice, very likely will 
be asked to listen to new charges of 
radio monopoly, and the air is already 
surcharged with an expectation of 
general battle which may even get 
into. the coming campaign. For, as 
radio is sure to figure prominently in 
the coming political fighting, it will 
surprise no one if the charges of a 
radio monopoly should also get into 
the campaign platforms. 

Three congressional committees have 
“radio trust” charges on their calen- 
dars. The senate patents committee 
spent three weeks in hearings on Sen- 
ator Dill’s bill to forfeit patents used 
by combinations convicted of violating 
the artti-trust laws. This testimony 
concerned itself largely with the 
charges that the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company, the General 
Electric company, and the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing, 
company had pooled their radio pat- 
ents, in violation of law, to form 
the Radio Corporation of America. 

These charges were brought to 
Washirigton by the Radio Protective 
association, an organization of inde- 
pendent radio manufacturers with 
headquarters in Chicago, which is 
mainly responsible for the general cir- 
culation of the present radio monopoly 
chargés in Washington. 

More Legislation. 

The senate interstate commerce 
committee already has a bill, also 
introduced by Senator Dill, which is 
aimed at corporations that may seek 
to monopolize radio manufacture in 
the United States. Originally this 
bill was part of the measure to ex 
tend the life of the radio commissior., 
but to shorten the debate on that 
question, these anti-trust features 
were laid aside for future considera- 
tion and Chairman James E. Watson 
of the senate committee promised 
Senator Dill that they would be taken 


wp separately after the passage of 


the original act. 

These provision forbid manufactur- 
ers of radio sets, tubes, and parts 
from seeking to restrict the use of 
such apparatus to “armateur or ex- 


perimental ’’ purposes, or to fix prices 


or other conditions of sale for such 
apparatus. 

Almost the same provisions are con- 
tained in a bill introduced in the 
house of representatives by Congress- 
man Davis of Tennessee, who is the 
chief house authority on radio. In 
that body, this bill is in the handz 
of the committee on merchant marine 
end fisheries, which handles all radio 
legislation, and which—like its sena- 
torial counterpart—decided that it 


was better to reserve these features 


for a separate hearing and to get the 
bill to extend the life of the radio 
commission on to the calendar with- 

out a lot of “anti-trust’’ complica- 


tions. 
(Federal ;Trade Hearings. 

Besides this prospect of further con- 
gressional activity in radio, the chief 
governmental! operation in radio is now 
in the hands of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. For four years that body 
has been investigating radio monopoly 
charges, and these hearings are to be 
resumed in about ten days at the com- 
mission offices in New York city. 

In the course of the senate hearings, 
Senator Shipstead of Minnesota sug- 
gested that the “criminal division of 
the Department of Justice” should pry 
into the radio monopoly charges ‘made 
by the witnesses. In the debate on 
the senate floor, Senator King of 
Utah also called upon the Department 
of Justice to act, by declaring that it 
should proceed to dissolve what he 
called the “radio trust.” So far, there 
Mas been no indication at the depart- 
ment that it has taken more than a 
casual interest in these

n Bridge

Article 3. 
HEN the bidding commences, 
each player in turn beginning 
with the dealer is permitted 
for the information of his 
partner to say certain things, not in 
Plain English but in the ‘ Mase of 

the game.” 

There are thirteen tricks and each 
bidder assumes that his partner has 


his share, namely three tricks. If the 
bidder has four tricks, he can offer a 
“ bid of one.” If the partner holds 
the three tricks they will have seven 
tricks between them, which makes one 
over the book which is all that a bid 
of one contracts make. 


An original bid ae one, however, is 
not to be made merely because of 
possession of a number of cards in 
one suit, nor even with the probability 
of having the four tricks in the hand, 
nor ever with the expectation that the 
bid of one is going to be the final bid. 
If the opponents have a bid of one 
or more that is higher than the origin- 
al bid, the original bidder’s partner 
has beén told something that he may 
or may not use, and if the opponents 
don’t make any bid, the chances are 
very largely in favor of the original 
bid being made and probably more 
too. 

An original bid of one in a suit car- 
ries ‘ wi it other information than 
that the hand has four tricks, as it 
has been found necessary by experi- 
ence to have two of those tricks at 
least “quick tricks,” one being in the 
trump suit, while three of the four 
tricks must be confined to the suit 
mentioned as trump. A quick trick 
is a card or a combination of cards 
that, in a trump declaration, will, in 
any side suit, win the first trick or 
the second trick of that suit and in 
the trump suit. will win the first, sec- 


example, an ace is always a quick 
trick, so is a king-queen of the same 
suit, and in trumps only, the queen, 


ond, or third round of the suit. For / 


ten, or the will pro- 
vide one quick trick. 

The third requisite for a bid of one 
is that when a suit is named it shall 
consist of five or four cards and that 
three of them shall be winners, assum- 
ing always that the left hand oppon- 
ent shall carry the highest three 
trumps hot in the bidder’s hand. 

To summarize, an original bid of 
one in a suit requires a holding of 
“five or four card suits; four trick 
hand, three being trump; two quick 
tricks, one being trump.” This is 
the shortest complete definition in ex- 
istence for an original bid of one in 
a suit. 

Now, as a player, if ygu were al- 
lowed to talk in plain English instead 
of in the “language of the game,” 
and you were the first to bid, you 
would have to say, “Partner, this 
hand has the requisites for a bid of 
one in, let us say, spades, namely,” 
and then use the words shown above 
indicating what the requirement is’’; or 

“ Partner, this hand does not contain 
the holding which experience and au- 
thority recognize and. about which 
you expect me to tell the truth and 
nothing else.”’ 

In the first instance, using the “ lan- 
guage of the game,” you are expected 
to say, “1 bid one spade ’”’; in the sec- 
ond instance you are expected to say, 
“TI pass.” 

If, however, you hold the require- 
ments and say, “‘I pass,” you have 
deliberately prevaricated to the part- 
ner who is depending on you to tell 
him the truth, and if you don’t hold 
them and still bid, you are establish- 
ing a reputation for unreliability that 
is just as bad a fault as the other, for 
in both cases you advertise, regardless 
of whether you played much or little, 
that “up to yet” you have failed to 
learn what should be held in order 
es 
bid ” “T pass. ”

bid of one for entail although 
its interpretation by your partner may 
bring about a loss to the partnership. 
Where such a result occurs once, how- 
ever, you'll find a hundred cases 
where a loss will occur by not having 
made it. When a bidder is unreliable 
in his use of the term, “I bid one” 
of a suit, or “I pass,” he takes out 
of the game one of its greatest plea- 
sures, and yet to do this is a common 
fault, even with players who are con- 
sidered fairly good. The only excuse 
such a player can give is that he’s 
following a hunch. ' 

Below are shown three hands. 
There’s a bid of one in each of the 
first two, weak as they are, and yet 
the bid may be the absolute essential 
for enabling partner to make a game 
bid that would never be undertaken 
except for the bid of one which the 
hand contains. The third hand is not 
a bid of one heart, although there is 
the five card suit and two quick tricks 
and four probable tricks in the hand. 
It is not a bid because there are not 
three tricks in the trump suit ror a 
quick trick in that suit. You may 
say, why not make a bid if there’s 
four tricks in the hand? The answer

Either of the first two may be all 
that is needed for your partner to 
know he can safely bid and make a 
game no trump. 

Last, but by no means least, always 
bear in mind that what has been said 
herein regarding an original bid of one 
applies only to the dealer or to the 
next bidder at his left after the dealer 
has said “ pass’”’ or made a bid of a 
suit that is lower than the one which 
the next player can offer with a “ bid 
of one.”” In other words the above de- 
scribed bid of one is only for the 
dealer or second hand and not for 
third or fourth hand. |
